The small cost of the 
torpedo boat as compared with the bat- 
tleshp, its flexibility in action, its com- 
parative safety from rifle fire by rea- 
| 8on of its smaller size, and, above all, 
the fact that younger men of approved 
skill and courage are usually selected 
to command torpedo boats, all enter 
into the equation. 

In the analysis of the effectiveness of 
the torpedo boat also the President 
takes ‘into account the difference in 
responsibility that the commanders of 
battleships and torpedo boats feel. The 
commander of the torpedo boat realizes 
that if he fails and loses his vessel it 
means the loss of a boat that has cost 
possibly $150,000. Relatively it con- 
titutes but a small part of the navy. 
There are scores more left to do the 
deadly work he has attempted. 

But with the battleship commander 
the situation is quite different. He 
knows that if he loses his ship it is 
almost as bad as to lose a battle.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Jap-

“J am of the opinion,’ he said, “ that 
the theatre is a quasi public place, and 
in that respect differs from an individual 
castie or his private place. It has been 
the practice of myself and my uniform 
rule to so treat and consider theatres | 
by punishing persons Ww ho commit disor- 
derly conduct in or on such places, and 
I think that it has been the rule of my 
brother Magistrates. Section 38% of the 
Penal Code states ‘theatres or other 
such public places’ or of amusement un- 
der the head of ‘ Public places.’ 

“‘In support of the defendant's position 
attention is called to the case of CoNister 
vs. Hyman, their contention being that | 
the theatre ticket is a personal license 
only and revokable at any time. This 
was the case where the proprietor of the 
Knickerbocker Theatre was the party to] 
a suit brought to enjoin him from inter- | 
fering with the plaintiff,. a so-called 
‘speculator,’ and .that the prohibition 
against plaintiff was illegal on the ground } 
that it interfered with” his calling and 
business authorized by a license from ‘the 
city.’’ 

Magistrate Pool read from the case that 
the Knickerbocker Theatre had posted} 
notices to the effect that tickets pur- 
chased by the plaintiff and sold by him 
would not be received at the box office. | 
Like notice was given to the person who! 
purchased the tickets, and in addition 
there were printed on the tickets a like 
notification 

““T therefore conclude,”’ says Magistrate 
Pool, ‘“‘ that the disposition of this case by 
the learned court was based on the fact 
in the moving papers that the plaintiff, | 
the original purchaser, and also the seller | 
and the person who bought the ticket of | 
sdmission had full notice of the character | 
of the tickets. There is nothing in the| 
moving papers to show that the question } 
whether or not a theatre ticket in Itself 
is a personal license, and, therefore, I 
reach the conclusion that the case was 
primarily disposed of in the fact of notice 
set forth in the moving papers and what | 
the learned court said, to wit: ‘ The 
weight of authority is to the effect that 
a theatre ticket is merely a license given | 
by the proprietor of a place of entertain- 
ment to the purchaser to enter on the! 

remises and witness a performance, and 
rn its nature a revocable license,’ is obiter 
dictum expressing an opinion outside of 
the actual facts upon which the court 
gave its decision, and is not binding ‘upon 
a lower court. 

‘“T hold a person cannot be denied ad- 
mission to a theatre solely on the ground 
that the plaintiff had written the criti- 
cisms reflecting on one or more members 
of the Theatre Managers’ Association.” 

As Sam S. Shubert is dead and Edwin! 
G. Gilmore showed that he did not vote; 
for the resolution, the Magistrate does 
not hold them in his decision.

The trial of Samuel Lobley, who is ac- 
|; cused of defrauding the Equitable Life 

Assurance Society of more than $55,000, 
began yesterday before Judge Crane in 
Part I. of the Criminal Division of the 
Kings County Court. 

The indictment on which Lobley is being 
tried charges him with grand larceny 
and receiving stolen property. George W. 
Martin and State Senator Frank J. Gard- 
ner, his lawyers, asked a conference with 
District Attorney Elder after 
the jury had been obtained, and offered, 
if a light sentence was guaranteed by the 
District Attorney, to return to the 
Squitable $80,000 of the money which 
Lobley is accused of having stolen. The 
maximum punishment to which he is 
liable is ten years’ imprisonment. 

“I told Lobley’s lawyers,’’ said Mr. 
Elder, ‘that Judge Crane might, in view 
of a plea of guilty, be Inclined to leniency, 
but I would make no promises. This of- 
fice is not a collection agency, but or- 
ganized for the punishment of crime. 
They then concluded to go to trial.” 

It was noon before the jury was com- 
pleted and an adjournment was taken 
until 2 o’clock. 

When court reconvened Mr. 
opened his case without delay. Lobley, 
he said, was accused of stealing a check 
for $27,816 from the Equitable company, 
drawn to the order of Robert C. Hender- 
son. He said that Lobley had accomplices 
in the employ of the Equitable. 

William C. Cotton of Brookline, he ex- 
plained, had an Equitable endowment 
policy which had a loan value of $2,200. 
In March, 1904, Mr. Cotton borrowed 
about $25,000 from the company, giving 
the policy as security. Lobley learned ‘of 
the deal and persuaded Emil Neumer, @ 
clerk in the employ of the Equitable, to 
abstract the policy from the company’s 
vaults and erase from the books the rec- 
ord of the loan. In May Lobley applied 
for a loan on the policy and obtained $27,- 
550. 

The trick was repeated in August for 
$27,816, and in January Lobley, pursuing 
the same tactics, obtained a third loan 
of.a similar sum. He received the amount 
of the loan in the shape of a certified 
check, but the suspicions of the cashier of 
the Brooklyn bank where he deposited it 
were aroused, and the crime was discov- 
ered.

curity, safety, and profits to accrue to the 
subscribers of stock, promising to put in 
his own funds, dollar for dollar, for 
every subscriber and then organized the 
bank so that Edward G. Lewis could and | 
would control it without the voice of the 
stockholders, and use the funds sub- | 
scribed or a large portion of them for 
his own purposes and benefit.”

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MORTON TO AID RYAN 


‘IN BUILDING. SUBWAYS 


Will Head New $100,000,000 
Metropolitan Co. After July 1. 


VREELAND NOT PLEASED? 


Said to Regard Naval Secretary’s Com- | 


ing as Another Move to Shelve Him 
—May Leave, Friends Say. 


When Paul Morton quits his post as 
Secretary of the Navy and comes to New 
York from Washington on July ist, it will 
be to become the head of the construc- 
tion company which the Metropolitan 
Street Railway interests are forming to 
build the subways which those interests 
expect to secure under contracts with the 
Rapid Transit Commission. 

This was learned yesterday from finan- 
ciers connected with the Metropolitan 
group after Mr. Morton had issued a 
statement from Washington to show that 
the earlier reports, connecting his name 
with the Presidency of the Interborough 
Company were in error. Mr. Morton's 
statement follows: 

“Paul Morton announces that he will 
retire from the Cabinet on July 1, 1905. 
He will go to New York to live and will 
become associated with Thomas F. Ryan. 
It is understood that Mr. Morton will at 
once take active charge of the plans for 
the construction of the proposed compre- 
hensive system of underground rapid 
transit lines in New York City for opera- 
tion in connection with the existing sur- 
face lines.”’ 

According to information obtained from 


a semi-official Metropolitan source yester- | 


day it is the intention of Mr. Ryan and 
his associates in the control of the Met- 
ropolitan system to form a new company 
at once, with a capital of $100,000,000, to 
take charge of all subway construction 
which may fall to the lot of the Metro- 


politan in the next letting. The company, | 
which probably will be incorporated with- | 


in a fortnight, also will be prepared to is- 
sue bonds to the 
$150,000,000 as soon as subway contracts 
are awarded. 


This is the company which will do the |}

the profits. The contracts were gained 
by reason of Machen’s connection with 
the supply division of the Post Office De- 
partment and were filled by Crawford, 
who was the general manager for the 
Postal Device and Lock Company of New 
York. 

According to Lorenz, he himself was the 
g0-between, although there were meetings 
between the three at the room of Lorenz 
when he was stuying at a hotel in this 
city in June, 1902. 

In speaking of the arrangemen 
the three men, Lorenz called 
sidiary company. He was 
Holmes Conrad, special counsel for the 
Government, who were meant by “* sub- 
sidiary company,’ and he said Machen, 
(rawford, and himself. 

‘“‘Who first suggested the division of 
the profits under the contract obtained by 
Crawford's company?’’ asked Mr. Con- 
rad. *“‘ Machen was in my room and said 
there should be some agreement as to the 
division of the spoils,’’ replied the wit-| 
ness. ‘‘ He said: ‘Crawford may suggest | 
that he receive one-fourth, you one- 
fourth, and that one-half shall come to 
me.

W.,”’ “‘ Geo.,”” and “ Bill.” After the des- 
ignations were sums, the first being one- 
half of the amount of the draft, and after | 
the others were sums one-fourth the 
amount of the draft. The Government | 
counsel tried to get before the jury the 
statement that this memorandum meant | 
that A. W. Machen,,George Lorenz, and, 
William G. Crawford were to receive the 
amounts named. This was ruled out, but 
Lorenz did testify that he had made di-

The case of Abraham Hummel, charged | 
with conspiracy and subornation of per- 
jury, must be put on trial. Justice Davy 
handed down a decision to. that effect 
yesterday in the Criminal Branch of the | 
| Supreme Court in passing upon and deny- 
ing the motoin of De Lancey Nicoll to 
| quash the indictments against Hummel on 


| those charges, which grew out of Hum- 
mel’s connection with the Dodge-Morse 
marriage and divorce mix-up. 

The case was set down for next Monday. 
Although nobody undertook to say what 
the next move would be and Mr. Nicoll 
had nothing to say, it was the general 
impression about the Criminal Courts 
Building that a demurrer would be en- 
tered. This, it is expected, will put the 
case over until the Autumn term. 

District Attorney Jerome expects to be 
in court on Monday, when the case is 
called. Mr. Nicoll intimated to the court 
that he doubted if he could be ready for 
| trial on the date set.

| The decision of Justice Davy follows: 

* After a careful examination of the tes- 
timony given by the defendant Hummel 
before the Grand Jury and the exhaustive 
| brief of the learned counsel, I have 
|}reached the conclusion that Hummel’s 
testimony was not obtained by compulsion 
or in violation of the constitutional pro- 
| vision protecting a person from being 
| compelled in a criminal case to be a wit- 
ness against himself. 

“It appears at the very threshold of 
ithe examination he placed himself upon 
his constitutional privilege: and refused 
to answer any question that might tend | 
to incriminate him, and- voluntarily an- 
| swered such questions as would not in his! 
| judgment show or tend to show that he 
had committed a criminal offense. 

“The learned counsel for the defendant 
ecntends that it was an infringement of | 
Hummel's constitutional rights to require | 
him to appear before the Grand Jury in 
pursuance of a subpoena and be sworn. 
Such a rule ‘s too narrow to receive fa- 
vorable consideration, and if adopted 
|would to a great extent destroy the use- 
tulness of the Grand Jury system, and in 
many cases défeat the administration of 
criminal justice.

DELAYS IN MUNICIPAL COURTS. ! 


Some Suggestions for the Considera- 
tion of the Board of Justices. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

In 1904 a law was enacted that the Mu- 
nicipal Courts should open at 9 A. M. in- 
stead of 10 A. M. The object of the 
enactment was probably to make the | 
Justice holding court accomplish more | 
work. Heretofore the Municipal Courts 
were in session five hours a day, now 
they are supposed to be six hours. You 
might have inferred that now about one- 
fifth more of the business is accomplished 
in a judicial day, and the calendar is con- 
sequently eased thereby. But this is not 
the case; the calendar is as crowded ar 
before, if not more. Why? Because the 
Justice does not open court at 9; he opens 
it when he pleases, sometimes at 9:30, 
sometimes at 10, and occasionally even 
later, 

The opening of the Municipal Courts in 
theory an hour earlier has not only failed 
to accomplish its desired object, but is 
causing attorneys, clients, and witnesses 
great hardship and loss of time unneces- 
sarily. Imagine an attorney residing in 
the Bronx is to try a case in Bath Beach, 
in a distant part in Brooklyn, or in Staten 
Island. He notifies his clients and their 
witnesses, who generally also reside at a 
great distance from the court where the 
cause is to be tried, to be on hand at 9 
o'clock sharp. They all hurry to be in 
time, but when they come to court they 
find that there will be no Judge at all, 
because the Presiding Justice does not 
hold court on that day, or they have to! 
wait an hour or more before the Justice | 
comes on the bench. 

Many Justices work hard, harder than 
the law requires of them, and attend to! 
their duties properly; but some imagine | 
that the courts were made for them, and 
not they for the courts, and utterly disre- 
gard the convenience of the _ public. 
Judges ought to set an example of 
promptness and attention to duty, as the 
lack of these has a demoralizing effect 
on the people. 

In some districts there is little business, 
and it may perhaps not be necessary to 


| nota court daily. But why shouldn't the; 


Justice on such days come to a busy dis- 
trict and hold court in an adjoining room 
besides the regular Justice? Why 
shouldn't the Justice getting through with 
his calendar before noon hold court in 
the afternoon in a busy district? 

It is the duty of the Board of Justices! 
to take this in mind and elaborate a sys- 
tem whereby Judges in less crowded dis- 
tricts should regularly call in crowded

Co., at the Duke Street pharmacy, where most 
of the radium that has come to this country 
has been stored, ‘‘ is now being sold for £100, 
and the price is steadily growing up. Strong 
radium is being manufactured by only one man 
that I know of, a German named Giesel, and 
the quantity available is exceedingly small. I 
don’t believe that there has been more than 
half an ounce of radium manufactured since 
Mme. Curje discovered the new element. Two 
mines in Cornwall were believed to have radio- 
active pitchblende, and a British company was 
formed to exploit it, but the venture was aban- 
doned.
